As  year  by 
year  more  students  and  graduates  pass  from 
the  College  halls,  it  is  expected  that  these 
ccmtributions  will  materially  increase. 

Further,  there  are  friends  who  are  kind 
enough  to  remember  the  College  in  their  wills. 
Bequests,  from  time  to  time,  have  greatly  as- 
sisted the  Board  in  meeting  its  financial  obli- 
gations. 

A  lectureship,  providing  the  salary  of  one 
member  of  the  Faculty,  has  been  made  possible 
by  the  Trustees  of  Knox  Presbyterian  Church, 
Toronto.  It  is  in  memory  of  the  late  Reverend 
Doctor  Henry  Parsons,  beloved  minister  of 
that  Church  for  many  years.  He  was  closely 
associated  with  the  late  Reverend  Doctor  El- 
more Harris,  who  founded  the  College  over 
fifty  years  ago. 

Thus  the  work  is  sustained,  by  the  grace  and 
goodness  of  God,  and  young  men  and  women 
from  the  Dominion  and  Overseas  are  enabled 
to  enter  the  Toronto  Bible  College  to  be 
trained  for  world-wide  Christian  service. 


The  Toronto  Bible  College  Curriculum 

The   regular  course  of  the  College  covers   three  years. 

1.  The  English  Bible — An  analytical  and  expository  study  of  the  whole  Bible,  book  by  book. 

2.  Biblical  Theology — A  study  of  the  main  theme  of  the  Bible,  the  divine  plan  of  redemption 
in   its   historical   development  throughout  the  Old  and  New  Testaments. 

3.  Systematic  Theology — A  study  of  the  doctrines  of  the  Bible  in  their  orderly  relation  to  one 
another. 

4.  Introduction  and  Evidences — A  study  of  those  subjects  that  relate  to  the  confirmation  of 
the  Scriptures  and  to  the  defence  and  vindication  of  Christianity. 

5.  Historical  Christianity — A  study  of  the  most  important  periods  and  movements  in  Christian 
history:  the  Early  Ages,  the  Protestant  Reformation  and  the  Progress  of  Missions. 

6.  Practical  Christianity — Including  Personal  Evangelism,  Child  Study  and  Pedagogy,  Homi- 
letics  and  Pastoral  Theology,  Missionary  Principles  and  Practice,  Public  Reading  and 
Speaking,  and  Vocal   Music  and  Song  Leading. 

7.  Devotional  and  Experimental  Christianity — Special  attention  is  devoted  through  the  whole 
course  to  the  spiritual  life  of  the  students,  and  to  the  presence  and  work  of  the  Holy  Spirit 
in  their  corporate  fellowship. 

8.  Additional  Subjects — For  the  special  benefit  of  those  students  who  need  them:  English 
Language  ,inJ  Literature,  Ancient  and  Modern  History,  Logic  and  Psychology,  New  Testa- 
mcin   and   Classical    Greek,   and    Elementary   Medicine.

Mr.  S.  Brownsberger 


Born  and  reared  on  a  farm  in  Markham  Township, 
Mr.  Brownsberger  was  converted  in  his  early  teens. 
He  became  active  in  Sunday  School  and  Young  Peoples 
work  and  in  mission  study  groups  in  the  local  Mennon- 
ite  Church. 

Completing  High  School.  Mr.  Brownsberger  entered 
training  for  the  teaching  profession  and  has  been  en- 
gaged in  the  class  room  almost  continuously  ever  since. 
In  1923,  he  halted  his  teaching  career  to  enter  the  day 
classes  of  the  Bible  College  and  while  there  took  an 
active  part  in  the  student  organization.  A  greater  in- 
sight into  Scripture,  a  deeper  meaning  for  the  Christian 
life  and  a  further  training  for  service  were  received  in 
the  College.  After  graduation  in  1926  he  went  back  to 
teaching.  Serving  on  the  Alumni  Executive  for  several 
years  has  been  one  of  Mr.  Brownsberger's  activities 
which  has  kept  him  in  touch  with  the  College.  "I  am 
glad  to  come  back  into  T.B.C.  again  to  serve  in  a  small 
way,  and  to  mingle  with  the  young  lives  who  are  pre- 
paring to  'Hold  forth  the  Word  of  Life',  in  the  world 
of  tomorrow."

The   Unfolding  of  a   Life

Since  its  foundation  fifty-three  years 
ago  the  Toronto  Bible  College  has  always 
focussed  its  interest  on  the  individual 
student.  As  we  watch  the  growth  of  indi- 
vidual life  we  are  careful  to  allow  each 
personality  to  unfold  according  to  its  own 
characteristics.  We  make  no  attempt  to 
run  our  students  through  a  common 
mould.  Rather  do  we  inculcate  the  habit 
of  self-discipline  that  leaves  freedom  for 
individual  choice  and  decision. 

We  are  concerned  with  the  intellectual 
development  of  each  student.  A  certain 
measure  of  competition  is  inevitable  and 
wholesome,  yet  in  our  classes  the  competi- 
tive spirit  is  not  allowed  to  become  para- 
mount. Each  student  is  encouraged  to 
compete  against  himself  rather  than 
against  his  fellow-student.  Those  who 
make  an  average  standing  at  the  begin- 
ning of  their  course  are  given  every 
incentive  and  assistance  to  attain  a  higher 
level.  Those  who  do  outstanding  work 
from  the  first  are  given  to  understand 
that  they  are  expected  to  improve  upon 
that  if  they  desire  to  retain  their  high 
standing.  And  it  is  not  mere  book-know- 
ledge, the  amassing  of  so  many  facts,  that 
is  required  of  them,  but  the  wisdom  that 
consists  in  "the  fear  of  the  Lord"  and  the 
understanding  that  fits  for  life. 


We  are  equally  concerned  with  the 
jocial  development  of  each  student.  The 
habit  of  self-discipline  is  inculcated  in 
order  that  the  individual  student  may 
learn  to  co-operate  voluntarily  with  his 
fellows  in  constructive  enterprise.  Every 
student  is  required  to  engage  in  the  Stu- 
<leni  activities  of  the  College,  learning 
how  to  do  Christian  work  by  doing  it, 
and  to  co-operate  with  others  by  serving 
with  them.  And  this  vital  part  of  our 
training  is  under  the  direction  of  a  Stu- 
dent Cabinet  elected  by  the  students  them- 
selves. By  this  means  many  a  student  is 
brought  out  of  his  shell  and  shown  how 
he  may  use  his  latent  capacities  not  only 
to  the  advantage  of  others,  but  also  to  the 
release  and  enrichment  of  his  own  per- 
sonality. 

Above  all  we  are  concerned  with  the 
spiritual  development  of  every  student. 
We  are  ambitious  that  each  may  "grow  in 
grace  and  in  the  knowledge  of  our  Lord 
and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ."  To  this  end 
each  student  is  urged  to  surrender  his 
life  wholly  to  Christ  and  daily  to  respond 
to  the  leading  of  the  Holy  Spirit.  For  as 
the  life  is  nourished  by  the  Word  and 
irradiated  by  the  Spirit,  more  and  more 
is  it  transformed  into  Christ's  likeness. 
But  the  leadership  of  the  Spirit  is  also 
recognized  in  the  corporate  life  of  the 
Student  body.  Unitedly  waiting  upon 
Him  to  know  His  will,  the  group  is  fused 
into  that  unanimity  of  mind  and  purpose 
that  can  be  the  creation  of  God's  spirit 
alone.  It  is  a  feature  of  the  College  that 
growth  in  Christian  character  is  one  of 
the  requisites  for  the  College  diploma. 
Such  growth  alone  ensures  that  upon  his 
graduation  each  student  will  approve 
himself  "a  workman  that  needeth  not  to 
be  ashained  ",  whose  life  will  "adorn  the 
doctrine  of  God  our  Saviour".

Government  Lodge, 
Kaduna  North, 
Nigeria, 

26-1-47. 
Dear  Rev.  D.  A.  Burns: 

I  am  greatly  delighted  to  inform  you  these  few  lines,  for  I  will  be  very  pleased 
if  I  can  have  some  of  your  knowledge  as  to  know  more  about  the  Gospel  of  our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ. 

For  I  have  spent  eight  year  at  the  Sudan  Interior  Mission  School  Mopa  as  a 
scholar  from  standard  one  to  six  which  I  out  at  the  ending  of  the  year  1945,  now  I 
am  working  as  a  cook  mate  in  the  Government  House  Kaduna,  where  I  am  working 
day  and  night  among  the  Mahanmadans,  there  is  no  a  single  man  who  knows  anything 
concerning  the  word  of  God  around  our  compound  here  which  is  about  500  miles  to 
my  own  village  (Mopa). 

I  was  so  happy  when  I  received  one  book  called  "the  Gateway  year  book  of  the 
Toronto  Bible  College,  published  by  the  graduating  class  of  1945".  There  I  also 
learned  that  you  did  help'd  them  greatly  in  countless  ways.  Now  I  will  be  expecting 
the  reply  to  this  my  letter  as  quick  as  possible.  I  wish  I  can  post  this  letter  by  air 
mail  but  I  am  in  lack  of  money  to  do  so,  at  any  rate  I  believed  I  shall  see  the  reply  as 
soon  as  you  receive  it.

A  FAITH  FOUNDATION 

This  is  the  victory  that  overcometh  the  world,  even  our  faith — I  John  5:  4. 

I  entered  Toronto  Bible  College  as  a  young  lad  in  my  teens.  The  years  spent  in 
study,  in  Christian  fellowship  with  the  various  denominations  and  in  work  after  school 
hours  made  the  time  pass  altogther  too  cpickly.  It  has  taken  some  years  in  university, 
in  the  pastorate  and  in  the  army  as  a  chaplain  to  fully  appreciate  the  teaching  and 
influence  of  the  College  in  my  life  and  work.  I  do  not  cease  to  give  thanks  to  God 
for  a  faith  nurtured  in  the  life  of  the  Toronto  Bible  College. 

Fifteen  years  have  gone,  oh  so  fast!  I  have  seen  in  those  years  in  the  pastorate, 
the  need  of  man  and  the  power  of  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  to  change  man.  I  have 
seen  in  war  years  the  devastation  and  destruction  of  war  to  the  cities  and  people  of 
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A  FOUND  AT  ION 

Europe.  I  have  stood  with  bowed  head  and  heavy  heart  in  most  of  the  Canadian 
cemeteries  of  Europe.  I  have  seen  something  of  the  sacrifice  of  young  men  for  their 
country  and  for  peace,  but  I  am  wholly  convinced  that  lasting  peace  and  complete 
victory  will  be  achieved  through  faith.  Faith  not  in  man  and  his  so-called  progress 
apart  from  God.  but  in  Christ  and  His  Word,  which  can  ransom,  heal,  restore  and 
forgive. 

Our  faith  must  therefore  be:

JLii  commemoration  of  Dr.  McNicol's  unparalleled  years 
of  service  as  Principal  of  the  College,  the  class  of  1946,  as 
their  gift  to  the  College,  presented  to  the  Board  of  Governors 
the  sum  of  $100  to  be  used  for  the  establishment  of  a  new 
fund,  the  Dr.  John  McNicol  Lectureship  Fund.  An  additional 
sum  of  $100  from  "Gateway"  proceeds  was  presented  by  the 
same  class,  at  a  later  date,  to  augment  the  initial  gift  to  the 
fund. 

The  purpose  of  this  fund  is  to  make  provision  for  a 
series  of  lectures  each  year  to  be  given  by  some  prominent 
Christian  leader,  missionary  or  minister  in  the  homeland.  Not 
only  the  present  student  body,  but  also  friends  and  members 
of  the  Alumni  will  have  the  opportunity  to  participate  in  this 
course. 

The  Board  of  Governors  has  placed  the  money  in  a  trust 
account  and  it  is  hoped  that  in  time,  the  capital  sum  will  be 
sufficient  to  bring  in  annual  interest  of  not  less  than  $100.  At 
present,  the  total  amount  in  the  Lectureship  Fund  is  $630. 

The  Fund  is  now  open  for  contributions.  Many,  we  are 
assured,  will  seek  this  way  of  expressing  their  love  and  grati- 
tude to  our  beloved  Principal  Emeritus,  Dr.  John  McNicol.

Her  father  begged  her  to  keep 
the  stanzas  and  soon  after  composed  a 
tune  to  lit  the  words.

THE  I.Q.  ON  JEWS  AND  JUDAISM 

(Copyrighted)

A  HEBREW  ASKED:    "CAN  YOU  ANSWER  THIS  ONE?" 

One  day  your  missionary  came  into  a  Jewish  restaurant  in  an  Ontario  town.    A  Jew  present, 

spotting  me  as  a  stranger,  asked, 

"Where  are  you  from  ?" 

I  answered.  "From  Toronto". 

He  then  asked.  "What's  your  business  ?" 

I  answered.  "A  missionary". 

"What  is  the  business  of  a  missionary?"  he  asked. 

And  I  answered  again,  "The  business  of  a  missionary  is  to  preach  the  Gospel  of  Yeshua  the 

Messiah". 

A  long  discussion  then  followed.    The  owner  of  the  restaurant,   standing   behind   the  counter, 

could   no   longer   contain    himself,    and   when    he   had    silenced   all,    he   turned   to    me   and    said, 

"Pastor  Zsidman,  will  you  be  able  to  answer  a  question   I   am  about  to  ask  you?" 

"I  cannot  say   until  you  ask   me  the  qu.stion." 

He  then  quoted  from  an  Aramaic  praver  that  is  chanted  in  the  synagogue,  when  the  Scroll  of 

the  Law  is  taken  from  the  "Holy  Ark".     It  reads,   "I  trust  not  in  man.   and  I   rely  not  on  the 

Son  of  God".    He  proce-ded.  "How  can  I  believe  in  a  Son  of  God  you  are  preaching,   when  we 

read  in  the  prayer-book   not  to  rely  on  the  Son  of  God?" 

The  word  for  "son"  used  in  this  prayer  as  quoted  by  the  Jewish  restaurant-keeper  was  "Bar". 

I    immediately    pointed    out    that    in    the    Second    Chapter    of    the    Psalms    the    word    "son"  — 

•■Baj."  —  is  also  used,  and  the  Word  of  God  enjoins  us  to   "Nashku   Bar" — to  "kiss  the  Son". 

The  audience   present   in    the   restaurant    freely    admitted    that    the    Word    of    God.    written    by 

inspiration  of  the  Holy   Spirit,   is   more  authoritative  than   the  prayer  book,   composed   by   the 

rabbis.    Praise  God  for  this  victory !

The  British  and  Foreign  Bible  Society  was  founded  in  London  in  1804 
"to  encourage  a  wider  circulation  of  Holy  Scripture  without  note  or  com- 
ment", for  every  man  in  his  mother  tongue. 

At  the  time  of  the  Society's  foundation  Holy  Scripture  had  been  trans- 
lated into  only  72  languages.  The  Society  has  now  circulated  Scripture  in 
over  760  languages,  and  in  a  normal  year  distributes  about  ten  million 
copies.  In  times  of  war  it  pi'ovides  Scripture  for  all  on  active  service,  for 
prisoners  of  war  and  interned  aliens,  and  (in  waterproof  containers)  for 
life  boats  and  rubber  floats. 

The  Upper  Canada  Bible  Society  was  founded  in  1818  to  do  the  work  of 
the  British  and  Foreign  Bible  Society  in  the  Province  of  Ontario.  It  employs 
five  colporteurs  within  its  territory  and  circulated  last  year  over  141,500 
copies  of  Scripture  in  4.3  langviages. 

Besides  providing  for  its  own  undertakings,  it  shares  in  the  world-wide 
work  by  contributions  to  the  Parent  Society,  and  by  the  support  by  friends 
of  the  Society  of  some  2.5  colporteurs  in  foreign  missionary  fields. 

The  present  opportunities  for  Scripture  distribution  far  outstrip  the 
Society's  resources.
